Last week: the death occurred Of 
Mr. J}. Fairhead, at the Emergency 
hospital in the:school. His death was 
ee mourned by everyone fi Wain- 
wright, among whom he hadék 
fried of all, ; mepe * 
. Mr. Fairhead was a returnéd veter- 
an, having s3en service in the éarly 
stages of the war and was gassed and 
sustained shelshock at the battle of 
Coutcellete. He came to Wainwright 
in 1917 and was employed as an office 
man with A, G. Smith, superintendent 
of the Buffalo Park. He was the first 
president of the Great War Veterans 
association, Organized in town, and 
was a hard worker for the bettering 
of conditions for returned men. He 
left Wainwright early this summer 
and was working on his farm, about 
thirty miles from Lloydminster until 
just recently when he left for here. 


lt was ix Lloydminster, on his way 


to Wainwright, that he contracted in- 
fiilnza, and .after. apparently recov- 
ering he continued on “his, journey. 
The day after his arrival he took a 
relap8e, and was taken to ths hospitat 
wheer everything was done to save his 
life, but. pneumonia developing, and 
coupled with a weak constitution as 
a result of injuries while in the army, 
he was unable to resist the ravages of 
the. disease and passed away on Sat- 
urday morning, November 16th, at 
the age of twenty-four years. 

The body was taken charge of by 
Mr. Small, undertaker and the fun- 
eral was taken charge of by Mr.

Over forty cars followed the re- 
mains to the cemetery, where the 
funeral service of the Church of Eng- 
land was given by Rev. Mr. Wilson, 
of St. Thomas Church, after which the 
firing party came to attention and 
fired off the parting volleys, and the 
last post was sounded by Cadets M. 
Pawling and Edgar Turner. 

Five beautiful wreatiig. wqre sent by 
the following: a cfi8s from) the 
Church of England, wreath from the 
Daughters of the’ Empire and also 
from Great War Veterans, Mr. and 
Mrs. A. G. Smith, of the Buffalo Park, 
and Mrs. A. Sinclair. 

Thus was laid at rest the mortal 
remains of a young man in the very 
prime of life, when the future was 
filled with bright prospects. The sad 
part is that after having escaped the 
dangers of actixe service and having 
done his ‘bit for the empire, to be laid 
low by the hand of death, miles away 
from relatives and old friends. 

His parents reside near London, 

England, and so far as known, has no 
relatives in this country. 
SThe grave in the Wainwright ceme- 
tery will be looked after by the Vet- 
erans of this district, and marks the 
first one to bs laid at rest here.

As these increases took 
place it became necessary for pub- 
lishers to look to their subscription 
lists for a larger and larger share of 
their revenue. Bargain subscriptions 
became less frequent. Increases of 
regular rates were made from time 
to time.

“oat straw is nutritious and pala- 
table, especially whenvcut a shade on 
the green side, In faet, good oat straw 
or green sheaf oats is to be prefer- 
red to much of the hay on the market 
Barley straw is low in feeding value 
and obectionable on account of the 
awns which make it unpalatable and 
injurious. However, when out. or 
mixed with oat straw it acts as a filler 
Wheat straw jhas very littte feeding 
value. It is coarse, unpalatable and 
not relished by live stock, however, 
in the case of a shortage of other 
bulky feeds, a small quantity of 
wheat straw may be fed with “good 
syscess. oss tei Pee 
Conserve the straw by threshing i in 
a yard adjoining the farm buildings, 
this system makes far cleaner farm- 
ing in that it prevents the spreading 
bf straw, weed seeds and other dirt 
all over the farm. Fen the threshing 
is done in or near one building, hogs

In the first place, pure bred stock is 
best. They should tbe from a good 
laying strain. They should..be from 
healthy parentage and for winter egg 
production, pullets only and early 
pullets ~should be kept. In an ex- 
periment conducted at one of “the 
Branch Experimental Farms where 
four different ages of birds were in 
competition for winter egg produc- 
tion, it was found that early pullets 
produced -eggs at an erage cost 
of 16.7 cts, late pullets 282 cts; two 
year old hens 95.1 cts; three-yr old 
hens $8.76 per dozen. 
what similar to these could be pro- 
cured-in larger quantities. The early 
pullet is the only bird that should be 
kept for winter egg production and it 
is the winter eggs that pay. A dozen 
of eggs at Christmas is worth two or 
three dozen in May or June. Early 
pullets mean -early eggs and early 
chicks in the’ spring which of course 
means. early pullets in the fall. As 
a rule, the pullets that lay earliest are 
the best layers so that every pullet 
that lays before Xmas_ should be 
marked. They are your best layers 
and with your ibest layers should al- 
ways bemated malg birds from good 
layers. The male is more than half 
the flock. A good lay- 
ing strain and especially from a good 
laying mother will do more to build 
up the laying quality of the flock than 
any other thing. ‘Don’t use then for 
breeding purposes, cockerels whose 
pedigre: you know nothing about. 
Beter pay a good price and get a good 
bird.

N NUMBER OF 
- ALBERTA HORSES 


According to reliable information 
received by the Edmonton Journal, 
from country districts the influenza 
epidemic has now attacked the lower 
animals and many horses have al- 
i, succumbed to its deadly grip. 

Ross, deputy clerk of the su- 
a court wag out at Bon Accord 
and found in that district many of the 
farmers had lost valuable horses to a 
malady easily, identified with Spanish 
influenza. The veterinary surgeon 
‘operating in that section was quite 
Satisfied that‘such was the nature of 
the trouble and was treating the dis- 
eased animals with a serum. 

One farmer, said Mr. Ross, dis- 
covered the disease in one of his 
horses and hoping ~ to prevent any 
spreading shot the anemal. Unfor- 
tunately seven others contracted the 
malady and they are now alt dead, 
Other farmers in the vicinity have 
lost numbers up to five and six. — 

It appears that the symptoms de- 
veloped by the horses are very sim- 
ilar to those shown by human being's.
